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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 5, line 1 1 , "said frusto-conical shapei" has been replaced by said frusto-conical 
sliaoe . 

In claim 5, line 13, "said stowing space" has been replaced by said stowage space . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the known 
prior art does not disclose the claimed of braking element of a correctable-trajectory 
artillery projectile, the braking element in the form of a textile screen extending 
peripherally, unitarily and gaplessly in a circumferential direction about the projectile, the 
textile screen comprised of cloth which is gathered up in a peripheral direction, such 
that by virtue of the cloth being gathered up in the peripheral direction, the braking 
element is prevented from being opened out into a substantially flat textile disk but is 
instead adapted to deploy only into an obtuse-ancled frusto-conical shape and thereby 
is able to stably maintain said frusto-conical shape in a condition of maximum 
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deployment, the textile screen pivotably mounted to a holding ring in a front region of 
the stowage space of the fuse region of the ogive of the artillery projectile.
